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Claim 37 provides for the use of the biomaterial compound, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 10-13, 15-16, and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Ruys ("Silicon-Doped Hydroxyapatite"). 

Ruys teaches that silicon is known to be essential for the growth and 
development of vertebrates, being involved in cell wall formation, cross-linking in 
connective tissues, nucleic acid synthesis, photosynthesis, and other biological 
processes (page 72, first full paragraph). It is taught that hydroxyapatite 
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Cai 0 (PO 4 )6(OH) 2 has the desirable properties of biocompatibility, low to negligible 
resorption rates iv-vivo and the ability to bond chemically with bone (page 72, last 
paragraph). Ruys further teaches that silicon may enhance the bioactivity of 
hydroxyapatite (page 73, last paragraph). Because silicon is a bone calcifying agent, it 
may be possible to enhance the bone ingrowth rate of dense hydroxyapatite by silicon 
impregnation, thereby increasing the bioactivity without compromising strength. 

In the case of hydroxyapatite with the above mentioned formula, isomorphous 
substitution at each of these sites is governed by upper and lower ionic radii limits (A 
site, 0.069-0.174 nm; X site, 0.026-0.056 nm; Z site, 0.131-0.216 nm). 



4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-37 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting

overclaims 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 8, 14, 15, 18, 19, 20, 21, and 22 of U. S. Patent No. 6,323,146 
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(Pugh et al.) since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" 
already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: Pugh teaches a biomaterial compound comprising 
calcium, oxygen, and phosphorus wherein a portion of one of said elements is 
substituted with an element having an ionic radius of approximately 0.1 to 
0.6 angstroms. The element can be silicon, and the composition can further comprise 
calcium hydorxyapatite. It is taught in the specification of **146 that the composition 
can be used in applications such as orthopedic, maxillo-facial, and dental applications 
(col. 6, lines 1-7). 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804.
